Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant is emphatic that the claimed invention differs from Muller 
in respect to a) Muller has higher percent of the hydrophobic monomer, PO, in his block copolymer than applicant's 
(applicant has from 10% to 30% PO in a block copolymer); b) Muller has higher free isocyanate than applicant's 
(applicant requires less than 5% free isocyanate). Applicant states that these differences are important as to why 
applicant's product forms hydrogel when placed in contact with water and Muller's does not. Examiner will reconsider 
these differences when applicant responds to the pending office action.
